TRUST COMFPANY ALSO BUSPENDS
FPAYMENT IN PRILADRLPHIA.

The Chesipui Btreet Nallownl Hank and ihe
Chestnut Btrest Trost and Bavings Fusd
Dompany Closs Thalr Poore—They Mad Beon
Carrying Mr. Singeriy’s Antsvprisce—An
Wiert to Fedge the ¢ Mocord" to Bave thes
Eauk'y Credilars May Frove Sucoessful.

Puaperrmia, Dea, 23— After a month's
struggle to avold a collapse, the Chestnut Strest
National Bank closed ita doors Lhis morning
and passed Into the hands of the National Bank
Kzaminer, At the sams time the Chestnut
Btreot Trust Bavings Fund Company suspend-
od payment. The two Institutions are un-
der Lhe same management, Col. Willlam Bing-
wrly, propristor of the Philadelphin Record,
being the Presldent of each. The bank was
foroed to olose beoause of the desline In value of
stocks and bonds of Presldent Bingerly's pulp
and paver company of Elkton, Md., which were
nocepled as security for money advanced by the
bank when the productof the mills sold at 10
<conts a pound. Now tha produoct may be bought
for 2 conts a pound. The trust company sus-
pended puyment because lis affalrs are In-
volved with thoso of the bank. It (s also sald
that the trust company has had many loslng
investments,

Bank Examiner Willlam M. Hardt took charge
of the bank. He had known of Ita condition for
some time, and Comptrollor Eckels has besn
fully informed of the detalls of the bualness for
soveral months, It was thought by them and
by the officers of the bank that arrange
ments might boe made by which the Instl-
tution could be kept opan, and Col, Bingerly
balloved this untll last night, No statement of
the liabilities or assots has been made yet, but
the bank owes In the neighborhood of 83,000,
000, Arrangements were made on Wednesday
to ralse 82,000,000, but it was found that this
would not save the bank, and suspension fol-
lowaed.

The banking community had known for sev.
eral weoks of the Institution’s condition, but the
vublic was wholly uoprepared for the an-

of ponsl which was posted
up op the eptrance to the bank bullding, a band-
some structure on Chestnut, near Seventh
streot. Many depositors went to the bullding
to-day Lo draw money for holldav purchases,
Thoy found the ivon gratings in front of the
ontrance closed and an attendant behind them,
who explaioed the situation te them. A crowd
collocted about the entrance, blocking Chest-
nut atreet. Four pollcemen were stationed at
the bank, and they kept the peoplo moving. The
police bad little diffloulty In clearing the way,
but throughout the day groups of men and
womsn, many of Lbem depositors, stood In frunt
of the bulldfng discussing the situation,

It became known early In the day that no
other banks wore affected, and depositors in
other banks showed little incllnation to with-
draw (heir accounis, Iy noon what excitement
there had boen subsided and tho bankers no
longoer feared a panic. Prosident Bingorly sald
to-night that no etatemeant could be made yet,

" Woare now at work,"" he sald, " trying to

secure Lhe Indebledness of the bank with a
wlew to golog into voluntary llqnldll.lon."

The Cologne Gazeffe thinks it
probable that the United States will slde with
Russln, England remaining splendlaly isolated.
The Tapgeblatt, on the othor hand, seems to foar
an Anglo-American-Japanese alliance, It there-
fore bolaters Ls courage by pooh-poohing such &
combination,

The National Zeitung finds it easy Lo belleve
that England would welcome active steps by
the United States against Russian and German
progresa ip China, but says It Is difficult to
think that the United States would adopt a
polley of friendship to England and hoastility to
Russla, which would be contrary to all tradl-
tions,

Thu seml-official papers genorally declare that
Japan will not take sggrossive steps, but will
acqulesce in the Russian oocupation of Port
Arthur, as It acquiesced In the German oconpa-
tion of Kino Chou bay. As an offsot to this, a
rumeor Is current that the Inrge Japanese squad-
ron which left Nagasaki on Wednesday stoamoed
to Shanghai, where It mot the British squadron,
and thence proceeded to Wel Hal Wel. The
source of this rumor, however, is somewhnt
shady.

In the absence of authentle direct news the

PROPERTY IN THE HEART OF THE
UITY WORTH $1,900,000 BURNED,

The Power, Binokstens, and Wilishire Bulla.
ings RMoarned—A Woman Killed, n Flroman

OLEVRLAND, O,, Deo, £8.—The most disastrous
fire that has ocourred haers In many yeara seri-
ously threatened the business distriol weat of

fire siarted, and po fanned s flamea
a8 to render the attempla to stop them
practically useless. Ths high wind at 11

o'clock was blowing In undiminished strength.
At that tine the loss was estimated
by the Police Departmaent at naarly §1,000,000,
A closer estimale made by THE SUN correspond-
ent places the loss st §1,200,000,

At that time it appeared as if the filre bad
roached (ts Ilmits, although It was raclog
flarosly. Tha bulldings burned are the Power
bullding, the Blackstone and the Wilshire, all
mmong the most substantinl and ornate In the
elty. All three are owned by Jacoh B, Perkina,
who recently sold the Walker Manufacturing
Company to an Eoglish syndlcate for abous
§2,000,000. One of tho heaviest losers 1s
the J. L. Hudson Company, which ooou-
pled the street floor of the Wilshire
bullding as a clothing store having & stock de-
clared by the local manager to be worth §350,
000, The three bulldings are all of compara-
tively rooent construction and are valued:
Wilshire, ®300,000; Blackstone, 8295,000;
Power, $150,000,

While fighting the flames Lieut, MoFooters of
fire ongine company No. 1 fell down an olevator
shaft In the Power bullding four stories and had
his boad crushed In,

He was still breathing when plcked up, but
cannot survive, An unldentified woman spec-
tator was struck on the head by falling débris
and killed, The Johns Company's fore-
man  reports Lhat three of the com-
pany's employees have not been nccounted
for and, owing to the rapldity with which the
flames spread, he says that they did not have
time Lo escaps, As soon as possible a search
will be made for them,

It wan exactly 6:23 o'clock this evening whon
the fire started in the Afth Noor of the Power
block at 60 Lo 74 Frankfort strect.

The fire was caused by a match belng dropped
into an open receptacle filled with turpenting
In the extonsive lithographing establisliment of
Johns & Co.

In an instant the entire floor was ablasge, and
although a still alarm was Immediately sont in,
the entire structure was ablaze befors the Fire
Department arrived,

The Names spread rapldly, entirely destroying
the Power block, which was one of the finest
buildings In the clty, burning out the whole
interlor of the Wilshire bullding, and destroys
Ing the west half of the Dluckstonns bullding,

The Wilshire was one of the handsomest build-
ings in the elty. The upper five floors of the
Wilshire building wore occupled as offices by
Inwyers and roal estate men and large manufac-
turlng concerna,

The Blackstons was filled with law offices
and contained some of tho most valuable law
lbraries In the State, It also contained the
library of American historical works of Col,
John O. Winship, the finest in Cleveland. The
strect floors were occupled as salesroomn,

Wher the fire started the occupants of the
block had nearly all gone for the day, and It was
several moments bolore the firo was discovered.
An alarm was sent In and sll the downtown fire
companies responded,

In a short thue the two upper slorles were
blazing flercely, All the downtown streels wore
lined withh fire engines, The firewen battled
bravely with tho finmes,

At 5:45 o'clock the fire communicated to the
Blackstone bullding, corner Seneca and Frank-
fort streets, The Blackstone jolns the Power
block.

The Wilshire bullding, which Is occupled by
the J. L. Hudson Clothing Company, fuces on
Buperior streol. The rear of the block stands
within a few feet of the burning Power and
Blackstone bulldings,

Al 0:30 the fire had not abated, The entire
block bounded by Buperior, Sonves, Frank-
fort, and Jank streels waus threatuned with
destruction,

The wind suddenly shifted and made the poril
Imminent (o the remote corner of tho sguare
contnining the Mereantlle Hank  bullding,

Shortly before this the floors of the Power bloc
fell with merash,

Bhortly before 8 o'clock the fire communi.

Fully 30,000 people woere on the sceno. The
police worked desperately to keep back the
erowde from bonenth the bulldings.
